Chicago —(XP)— A creamatory for 


gangster dead—an 
ingenious and 


ghastly device for removing the evi- 
dence of -wholesale 
murder—was 


hunted by state's'attorney's men to- 
day while police puzzled over an- 
other and particularly brutal gang- 
land .assassination. 


Pat Roche of the state's attorney's 


office, said he had reliable informa- 
tion a north side gang was cremat- 
ing its murder victims, thus getting 
rid of the "corpus delicti." The dis- 
appearance in recent weeks of Wil- 
liam Higgins, St. Paul, Minn., rack- 
eteer, and Ben Bennett, New York 
whisky dealer, was given credence 
to the crematory report, Roche said. 
He pointed out further that within 
a week there have been two gang 
gun attacks in Chicago in which the 
victim after being shot down has 
been carried away in the automobile 
of his attackers. 


The latest gang murder—the tenth 


in the Chicago area within three 
days—was discovered last night. The 
•victim was Thomas Somnerio, 33, 
who was tried and acquitted of com- 
plicity in the Election day (192S) 
slaying of Octavius Granady, Negro 
lawyer. 


Somnerio's body was found late 


last night in an alley. The body was 
cut and bruised, indicating torture. 
The wrist were wired. A welt around 
the neck indicated 
Somnerio had 


been gurroted.

Police are certain Somnerio's mur- 


der was in reprisal for the "little 
massacre" of three Druggan associ- 
ates at Fox Lake early 
Sunday.

Blue felt secure, 
police reasoned, with the backing 
of Terry Druggan and George Drug- 
gan, brothers. 


But Blue was slain. This, in ef-

Philip Gnolfo, a Genna man, and 
the wounding of two companions. 
The Genna group, as police recon- 
struct it, wasted no time in retalia- 
tion, for early Sunday three of the 
Druggan group were machine-gun-

AN EMBARRkSSING 


SITUATION 


The county highway committee's 


haste in awarding contracts for com- 
pensation and public liability insur- 
ance for Outagamie county has placed 
the committee in an unenviable posi- 
tion. The district attorney's instruction 
that the committee has no authority to 
award contracts involving more than 
$500 without advertising for bids fo- 
cuses attention on a rather common 
practice among government units to 
ignore rules established to safeguard 
the rights of the people. It is well that 
attention is'called now and then to in- 
fringement of these regulations. While 
these situations are embarrassing to 
those involved, yet they are themselves 
responsible for their awkward posi- 
tions and have no valid complaint. 


The 
county highway committee 


might have had a good and sufficient 
reason for acting as it did with the in- 
surance contract since declared illegal, 
but no explanation has been forthcom- 
ing as yet. 
Perhaps it will be made 


when the contract is awarded 
after 


bids are received on June 12. 


The whole transaction, however, has 


put the committee in an embarrassing 
position. If the bids received on June 
12 from the two companies involved in 
the first transaction approximate the 
figures originally submitted the com- 
mittee must either award the contract 
to the lowest bidder or it must furnish 
an adequate explanation of Avhy the 
lowest bidder is not qualified to receive 
the contract, and this explanation must 
be substantiated by fact and must be 
sound and reasonable if the committee 
is to avoid future criticism. If the con- 
tract is awarded to this company the 
committee will be put in the position of 
defending its first action of giving it 
to the company presenting the highest 
bid, and it will have to explain 
why 


the low bidder did not receive the con- 
tract in the first plncc. If the previous 
high bidder reduces his proposal to ap- 
proximate the figures submitted by his 
competing company, the people natu- 
rally will draw some unpleasant con- 
clusions involving an effort to "hold 
up" the county in the first transaction. 


All things considered, the highway 


committee apparently has walked into 
a situation that will require careful ex- 
planation. But perhaps it is a good 
thing it has happened. It again arouses 
the interest of an apathetic public in 
the conduct of their public affairs and 
makes them more watchful of their 
servants. 
It there 
was a. constant 


watchfulness and interest, much of the 
complaint 
about 
extravagance 
and 


waste might be obviated.

SPANISH WAR PENSIONS 


President Hoover has had his first 


veto overridden, the senate aftd subse- 
quently the house enacting against his 
disapproval the bill enlarging pensions 
for Spanish war veterans. It is also the 
first time the house, which is heavily 
controlled by the administration, has 
failed to support the president. Some 
of 
Mr. Hoover's wishes have been 


turned down by the senate, but the 
house has never failed to stand back of 
him. 


The disagreement over the pension 


bill is a close question. Some strong 
points were raised against the bill by 
Mr. Hoover, particularly the provision 
which allows pensions to veterans who 
have acquired diseases as a result of 
"vicious habits" after their service in 
the army. It is probable that on these 
technical points the 
president is 


right and congress wrong, but it 
must also be remembered that 
he 


is naturally more conservative and 
holds to the proprieties more strictly 
than either the house or the senate, 
both of which are always politically 
minded. 
On the other hand, con- 


sidered broadly, the proposal to ex- 
tend and amplify the pension list to 
the veterans of the 
Spanish 
war 


is commendable. 
Men who 
give 


their service to their country in time 
of war ought subsequently to be treat- 
ed in a liberal and generous manner, 
and Spanish war veterans in particular 
have not had their due. 


In some respects the government has 


been niggardly in its pension treatment 
of war veterans generally. There are 
instances too where it has been extrav- 
agant and raw deals have been pulled 
off in the name of patriotism for 
the 


popularity of some particular congress- 
man or group, but in a general way the 
legitimate pension bill of the nation 
has been moderate. It can well afford 
to show its gratitude to the survivors 
of every war in a 
substantial 
and 


worthwhile form. The main purposes 
of the bill enacted against the presi- 
dent's veto were undoubtedly 
good. 


The details objected to by the presi- 
dent while doubtless having merit may 
be passed over in consideration of its 
merits. 


INVESTIGATING REDS

hope that the committee of five au- 
thorized by congress to spend the sum- 
mer investigating the activities of reds 
in this country will go a little easy 
with the task. Granted that reds are 
annoying and that some of them oc- 
casionally cause serious trouble, it 
remains true that most of them are 
harmless.

Dr. Douglas Vanderhoof of Rieh- 


mond, Va., read a paper on the medi- 
cal cure of duodenal ulcer before the 
section on practice of medicine at 
the annual session o£ the national 
medical association two years ago, 
and in closing the discussion said: 
"In the current literature one often 
sees the statement that the medical 
treatment 
of 
duodenal 
ulcer 
is 


fraught with danger. In my whole 
experience, as I have outlined1 here, 
I have never seen an instance of 
hemorrhage or perforation while the 
patient was under treatment, with 
the exception of one patient treated 
more than 10 years ago. ... Of 
.course medical treatment will not 
cure 100 per cent of duodenal ulcers, 
but my experience certainly leads 
me to believe that an uncomplicated 
chronic duodenal ulcer is curable by 
modical treatment." 


The plan of treatment referred to 


has these features: 
, J. Frequent feeding', hourly 
in 


some cases, six meals a day in ordi- 
nary casos and the patient is in- 
structed in all cases never to go 
more than three hours when awake 
without taking- food. For between 
meals Dr. Vanderhoof suggests a 
glass of sweet milk or a milk shake 
with egg1. When that is not conveni- 
ent, 
a good 
substitute is 
cream 


choose with crackers and butter. 


2. Diet. This is liberal, because 


(he patient does not have "indiges- 
tion" but rather too much digestion. 
Patients are allowed a liberal diet, 
except seven types of food which 
should be avoided, as follows: 


All arids, such as vinegar, pickles 


and sour food. Raw fruits, especially 
apples, 
grapos and citrus 
fruits. 


Soups and meat extractives. 


Condiments and spices, such as 


excessive 
salt, 
pepper, 
mustard, 


horseradish. 


Intense sweets, such as honey, 


molasses, candy. Very coarse food1, 
such as nuts, corn. Alcohol in every 
form, especially sour wine, cider, 
grape Juice. 


The best food for patient with 


ulcer is fnt, such as cream, butter, 
olive oil; and the next best food is 
albumin, of which patients are ad- 
vised to partake freely, in the form 
of milk, eggs and all kinds of cooked 
meat. 


3. Medicines. Certain 
medicines 


are secondary In importance in most 
cases, yet of preat value when pro- 
perly used, and only the individual 
physician can use medicines proper- 
ly, so we'll pass over this feature 
here. 


4. Prolonged treatment. The care- 


ful dset and other measures must 
be carried out faithfully for a period 
of two years. Letting up or careless 
indulgences of only a day or two 
will postpone healing of the ulcer 
a month or two. 


5. Obeying doctor's order. The 


number of medical cures is largely 
in proportion 'with the intelligence 
of the patient, and his faithfulness 
in following 
instructions. Patients 


must report once each six months 
for 
examination, including X-ray 


picture for checking1 progress. 


6. Proper treatment of any other j 


physical impairment or trouble the 
general examination discloses. 


It Is fairly apparent that the cure 


of gastric of duodenal ulcer la like 
the cure of pulmonary tuberculosis, 
depending very much upon the care 
the doctor give* the patient and the

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FARMERS ADVISED 
TO TAKE STEPS TO 
KILL CABBAGE PESTS 


Sell Tells How to Treat 


Plants to Eliminate Mag- 
gots 


Farmeri of the county were ad- 


vised this week by Gus Sell, county 
agricultural agent, to take immediate 
steps to stop the growth of cabbage 
maggots which are making their ap- 
pearance in many fields. 
Mr. Sell 


pointed out that the most effective 
means of checking the growth of 
these pests is to treat them just as 
soon as it is learned they are ap- 
pearing in the fields. It is necessary 
to check the growth when the mag- 
gots are small because when they 
attain size they also attain greater 
strength and are hard to kill, he 
pointed out. 


Mr. Sell urges the use of corros- 


sive sublimate solution to kill these 
pests. This is formed by using an 
ounce of corrosive sublimate to six 
gallons of water. 
This solution is 


poured along1 the ground at the roots 
of the cabbage plant so that it soaks 
into the earth. The solution, a. dead- 
ly poison, will kill both the eggs and 
the young maggots. 
The 
county 


agent said the farmers should make 
certain that the solution is spread 
in such quantities that it will soak 
into the ground thoroughly 


The solution should not be kept 


in metal containers, Mr. Sell said,

be weakened through the action of 
the acids on the metal. After being 
mixed the solution should be kept in 
glass, granite or wooden containers.

(before there is illness) makes a per- 
son immune probably for life. Many 
Wisconsin school children have been 
treated already. 


"It is the only sure way to pre- 


vent diphtheria," declared the Ed- 
ucational Committee of the Wiscon- 
sin State Medical Society in a state- 
ment issued today. "There are too 
many dangers in attempting to cure 
a person stricken with diphtheria to 
take the chances, when prevention 
is so easily accomplished. 


"There are several reasons why it 


Is better to prevent diphtheria than 
to depend merely upon proper treat- 
ment: 


"1. Anti-toxin may be administered 


too late and in insufficient quantity 
to save life. Evidence of diphtheria 
may be so slight that a physician is 
not called early enough. 


"2. 
One form 
of 
diphtheria 


(laryngeal) attacks the 
larynx or 


wind-pipe and may cause croup but 
no sole throat. The child may choke 
to death before medical attendance 
can be had. 


"3. Another 
form, 
nasal 
diph- 


theria, attacks the 
lining of the 


not«, and may be regarded as a com- 
mon cold until it is too late. 


"4. A person who has diphtheria 


must undergo a period of illness and 
may suffer from bad 
after-effects, 


especially heart disease, 


'The younger the child, the more 


fatal in diphtheria 
and the 
more 


readily It is prevented by toxin-an- 
titoxin, 


'Treatment with toxin-antitoxin is 


harmless and painless.
